My Lords, I am accus'd, under this Head, of Maintaining, that it is 
the Duty of ſuperior Paſtors to thunder out their Ecclefiaftical Ana- 
rhemas againſt Perſons entituled to the Benefit of the Toleration.

Four Years ago. If the Church be in Danger, when the Chriſtian 
Religion is evidently ſo, I hope, it will be thought no Crime, to 
ſay it has ſcarce ever been in greater Danger, than it 1s now, ſince 
Chriſt had a Church upon Earth. For, beſides that Deluge of Pro- 
PRI and Immorality, which over-ſpreads the whole Kingdom; 
eſides the Variety and growing Strength of thoſe Schiſms, which 
weaken and divide us, and of thoſe Heterodox Opinions, and 
damnable Hereſies which are daily publiſh'd and propagated amon 


us, I verily believe, that never were the Miniſters of Chriſt ſo 


abuſed and age uh never was the Divine Authority of the Holy 
Scriptures ſo a raigned and ridicul'd ; never were Infidelity and 
Atheiſm it ſelf, ſo impudent and barefac'd ; never were ſuch horrid 
Blaſphemies printed in any Chriſtian State, from the Foundation of 


Chriſtianiry to this Day. 


Out of the many Inſtances. of this Kind, which, being ready at 


hand, I could have produc'd to your Lordſhips, I have ſelected a 


few only, but thoſe ſuch, as I am perſuaded, your Lordſhips could 
not hear without Horror and Aſtoniſhment. Pardon me, My Lords, 
if my Apprehenſion of the ſad Conſequences we may expect from 
ſuch crying Abominations, have forc'd from me ſome Expreſſions, 


which upon a leſs Occaſion, might ſeem too harſh and vehement. 


A Man that dreads no Danger from ſuch unparalleP'd Iniquities, 


that do, as it were, call down God's ſevereſt Judgments upon that 


poor Church and Nation, wherein they are openly and daringly 


committed, muſt be dead in his Love for his Conner and Reli-. 


gion. If T have diſclos'd ſuch a frightful and deteſtable Scene of

Nor ovght-T, my Lords, to forget, tho it was forgotten by the 


Honourable Managers, another Ground of Danger ariſing to this 


Church from the Attempts of Popiſh Emiſſaries, by me mention'd, 


I hope, without the leaſt Offence, in my Sermon at St. Paul's, where 


I fay, it were highly to be wiſh'd, that thoſe excellent Laws made 
for the Defence, and Security of the Church, were, at preſent; put 
ftrictly in Execution. For the Koman Catbolick Agents and Mithonaries 
that (warm about this great City, as twere in Defiance and Contempt 
of them, were never more buſy in making Proſelytes to their Super- 
Atition and Idolatry, and perverting and debauching Her Majeſty's 
Subjeeis in every Corner cf our Streets. I have not, My Lords, 
been call'd upon to prove the Truth of this Paſſage, nor has it been 
reckon'd among the falſe Infinuations I have made, that the Church 
is in Danger. I pray God, the Church may be in no Danger upon 
any of theſe Accounts. Her Majefty, Your Lordſhips, and the Com- 


mons, ha ve, indeed, provided againſt thele Dangers by wholſome Laws, 


and I hope, Idid not exceed the Limits of my Function, when, be- 
ing call'd to preach before Magiſtrates, I ei borted them to prevent 


theſe Dang ers, by putting thoſe Laws ſtrictly in Execution. 


Juft had been the Indignation of the Honourable Houſe of Com- 


mons; juſt would be your Lordſhips moſt ſevere Reſentments, if by: 


any Parallel, by me drawn, I had inſinuated, that the Members of

So far was I from deſigning to undermine and 
ſubvert Her Majeſty's Government, and the Proteſtant Succeſſion as by 
Law E“ bliſk'd, that it was my fincere Intention to exert my beſt Kndea- 
vours for their Security: So far was I from intending to perſuade Her 
Majeſty's S ibjects to keep up a Diſt iaction of Parties and FaQtions; from 
. intiſling groundleſs Jealouſies; fomenting deſtructive Diviſions among 
them; or exciting and ſtirring them up to Arms and Violence; that my 
Aim was to perſuade them to lay aſide all Diſtinctions; to unite in one 
well compadded Body; to be obedient to their Governors; and to ſupport 
the preſent Eſtabliſhment: So far was I from defigning to defame Her Ma- 
jeſty's Adminiſtration, or to infufe any undutiful Thoughts of Her, that 
I not only pay Her all Honour and Obedience, bur am, from the bottom 
of my Sou), zealouſly and affectionately Loyal to Her; being entirely per- 
funded, that the Church is ſo far from being in Danger from Her Ma- 
jeſty, that She is as heartily affected to irs Eſtabliſhment and Proſperity, as, 
I hope, I have always ſhewed my {elf to be te Her ſacred Perſon and

As to the Proteſtant Succeſſion by Law Eſtabliſh'd, tho' the Doctrine 
which I preach'd, tends to the Security of it, ( as 4 heartily deſire every 
thing by me ſpoken ſhould tend) yet having no Occaſion in either of my 
| Sermons to take Notice of it, I do no where, in thoſe Sermons, mention 
it, nor ſay any thing that can be interpreted to have any View towards it. 
Therefore, tho? I cannot, wich my beſt Application, apprehend, how zt 
comes to be ſaid, in the Preamble co my Impeachment, that I had defign'd 
to undermine and ſubvert it; yet I ſhall gladly take this Opportunity of 
Declaring myſelf, before your Lordſhips, upon that Subject. It is my ſin-

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Vet I cannot reflect, without Comfort, (the greateſt of Comforts, next 
to that of a good Cauſe and a good Conſcience } that J anſwer for m

« Whole Body of the Nobi/ity of Great Britain, whoſe Princely Extraction 
and High Quality, whoſe magnificent Titles and ſplendid Vor- 
tunes, whole Hereditary Candor and Generofity, inherent in Noble 
Blood, inſeparable from the Birth and Education of Peers; in a 
word, whoſe Solid Judgment and Exact Skill in the Laws of this Realm,

may, I hope, reaſonably preſume, that it will not be judg'd by your 
| Lordſhipsin any wiſe to reflect on that Act of Exemption, which I 
l Have 3 of in Terms no Ways, I think, misbecoming a good 
Fubject, or betraying any Want of Chriſtian Moderation. Nor is, 
there, my Lords, any Want of it, I concezve, in affirming that this 
Act, which relieves ſome Diſſenters from legal Puniſhments, to

My Lords, I have always thought it my Duty upon all Publick Occa- 
ſions, ro aſſert theſe Principles of Loyalty and Subjettion to the Supreme 
Power, whenever I had a proper Call fo to do: Of this, there are num- 
berleſs Witneſſes in thoſe ſeveral Places to which I have belong d. One 
of theſe I beg Leave of your Lordſhips, particularly co mention, Magda- 
len College in Oxford, whereof J am at preſent an unwortky Member, and 
which by the known Sufferings of the whole Body, for the Church and 
Conſtitution, contributed as much towards the late Happy Revolution, as 
any Society in the Kingdom : To which Honourable Society, I bumbly 
Appeal for my Chara der and Behaviour, I cculd allo Appeal for the 


_ fame, to a Right Reverend Lord, that now tits upon the Bench of 


Biſhops 1 
Had it been fit to have troubled your Lordſhips with Evidences of 


my Hearty AﬀeQtion to the preſent Government, I could have produc'd 


them in great Abundance from the Perions with whom I have convers'd ; 
from the Ceatlemen, whom I have bred up ; and from the Congregations 


to which I have preach d. If my Principles had any Tendency towards 


alienating the Affections of Her Mijelty's Subjects; ſurely, ſome one In- 
ſtance of my Diſloyilty to the Queen; ſome favourable Expreſhons to- 
wards the Pretender; ſome {ndications of my Diſlike to the preſent Set- 
tlement, and the Proteſtant Succeſſion, might have been pitch'd upon, 


and expos'd to your Lordſhips, in order to juſtify the Charge of Sedition 
againſt me, Bur I cannot but with Pleaſure obſerve to your Lord ſhips, 


that from the whole Courſe of my Actions, no one Inſtance of that kind 
is alledged, or ſo much as pretended. 7 

My Lords, the Charge of wickedly wreſting divers Texts of Scripture | 
lies very heavy upon me, as a Chriſtian and Miniſter of Chriſt. If lam 
Guilty of it, there is another Tribunal, anorber Bar, at which 1 am to ap- 
pear; and where, by that Scripture which I have w reſted, I ſhall be judged 
and condemned. In the mean rime, My Lords, I hope that thoſe, whoſe 
particular Profeſſion and Studies qualify them to be the moſt Competent 
Judges of ſuch Matters, will abſolve me in this Particular, | 

Upon the whole Matter, therefore, My Lords, I hope, it appears, that I 
am nor Guilty of any of the Crimes of which I am accus'd ; that I have 
tranſgreſsd no Law of the Land, neither Statute nor Common. Law, re- 
lating either to Her Majeſty, or to my Fellow- Subjects, to the Church, or 
to the State, and that I may, with all Humility, apply ro my own Cafe, 
the words of that Bleſſed Apoſtle,” whoſe Doctrine I defend, and whole 


Example, I hope, I ſhall have the Grace to follow; Neither againſt th: 


Law, nor againſt tie Temple, nor againſt Cæſar, have 1 offered any f 
* thing at all. 


What I have hitherto humbly offered to your Lordſhips, relates to my 


Words and Actions; and as to the Thoughts, and Intentions of my Heart, 


which are known only to God and my own Conſcience, and which are af- 
firm' d, in my Impeachment, to be Wieked, Seditious, and Malicious; I call 
the Searcher of Hearts to witneſs, in the moſt ſolemn and religious Man- 
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ner. a8 | eupedſt to be acquitted before God and his Holy Angels, at thae 


dreadful Tribunal, before which, not only I, but all the World, even 


vour Lordſhips, who now fic in Judgment upon me, muſt appear, to be 
2 quitred or condemned ; that I had no ſuch Wicked, Seditious, or Mali · 
e ous Intentions 3 that there is nothing upon Earth, I more Deteſt and Ab- 
hor ; that my Deſigns were, in every reſpect, dire&ly contrary. I had no 


- Ie tion to aſperſe the Memory of his late Majeſty ; to traduce or con- 


dema the late Happy Revolution; or to arraign the Reſolutions of both 


| Houſes of Parliament, So far was I from deſigning to undermine and 


ſubvert Her Majeſty's Government, and the Proteftant Succeſſion as by. 
Law EH bliſh'd, that it was my ſincere Intention to exert my beſt Lndea- 


vours fer their Security: So far was I from intending to perſuade Her 


Majeſty's S 15jeRs to keep up a Diſt inction of Parties and Factions; from 
inſtilling groundleſs Jcalouſies; fomenting deſtructive Diviſions among 
them; or exciting and ſtirring them up to Arms and Violence; that my 


Aim was to perſuade them to lay aſide all Diſtinctions; to unite in one 


well-compatted Body; to be obedient to their Governors; and to ſupport 
the preſent Eſtabliſhment : vo far was I from defigning to defame Her Ma- 


jeſty's Adminiſtration, or to infufe any undutiful Thoughts of Her, that 


I not only pay Her all Honour and Obedience, bur am, from the bottom 
of my Soul, zealouſly and affectionately Loyal to Her; being entirely per- 
ſuxded, that the Church is ſo far from being in Danger from Her Ma- 
jzſty, that She is as hearti]v affected to its Eſtabliſhment and Proſperity, as, 


I hope, I have always ſnewed my {elf to be co Her ſacred Perſon and 
Government. | 8 


As to the Proteſtant Succeſſion by Law Eſtabliſn'd, tho' the Doctrine 
which I preach'd, tends to the Security of it, ( as 1 heartily deſire every 
thing by me ſpoken ſhould tend) yer having no Occaſion in either of my 
Sermons to take Notice of it, I do no where, ia thoſe Sermons, mention 
ir. nor ſay any thing that can be interpreted to have any View towards it. 
Therefore, tho' I cannot, with my beft Application, apprehend, how it 
comes to be ſaid, in the Preambie to my Impeachment, that I had deſign'd 
to undermine and ſubvert it; yet I ſhall gladly take this Opportunity of | 
Declaring myſelf, before your Lordſhips, upon that Subject. It is my fin® | 
cere and hearty Prayer. that God would prolong the Life of Her moft Sa- 
cred Majeſty, whole Exempla: y Goodneſs and Piety give us the beit 


__ Hopes we have, of averting that Vengeance, which is due to the Wicked- 
nes of the Age we live in; that he would bleſs Her Counſels at Home, 


and Her Army abroad, and make Her Reign exceed that of Her renown'd 
Predeceſſor Queen Eli x abel h, in Length as well as Glory; but when the 
Inheritrix of the Bleſſæd Mart yr's Crown and Piety ; when She, the Deſire 
of our Eyes, ind the Breath of our Noſtrils, ſhall, full of Years and Honour, 
be gachered to Her Fathers, and exchange Her Temporal for an Immortal

Theſe outrageous Inſults upon God and Goodneſs, are ſo provoking, 


that they may excuſe ſome Heat and Severity of Expreſſion in a Mini- 


ſter of Chriſt, who has a juſt Senſe of Religion, or dve Concern for 
the Diſcharge of bis Holy Function, or for the Honour of his Maker and 


| Redeemer. 


And if any Objection be made againſt me, for treating, with 


an unbecoming Bitterneſs, ſuch daring Rall ſbeca s, who deſie the Living 
God, I beg leave to reply, In the Words of a Reverend Father of our 
Church, * Ler them conſider what Moderation and Temper a Man had 
© need be of, that in this Nation, and this Age, ſhall ſpeak againſt Fa- 
Cion, Rebellion, (I add, Deiſm, Tritheiſm, and all ſorts of Hereſy, 
* Blaſphemy and Atheiſm ) without extraordinary Severity. Nay, it is 
our Duty, in ſuch Caſes, to expreſs ourſelves withWarmth and Sharpneſs, 


according to the Exemple of our bleſſed Saviour, who, tho' Meekneſs it 


ſelf, could not but fhew che utmoſt Indignation at the prophaning the 


who ridicule or cenſure us for it, either have not, I preſume, or will 


not own they have, a-7ighr Notion of the Dignity of our Office; will not 


conſider that we are the Ambaſſadors of Chriſt ; chat we are commanded, 


in his Name, to exhort, and rebuke, with all Authority; and that our 


Authority is derived frorm thoſe, to whom it was ſaid by our bleſſed Sa- 
vieur, He that d:ſpiſeth you defviſeth me, and he that deſpiſeth me, de- 


ſpiſeth him that ſent me, Whatever Expreſſions, therefore, in my Ser- 


mons, may have ſlipt from me, which feem fo far liable to Exception, as 
to carry a Senſe I never intended (as he muſt be a happy Speaker indeed, 
Whoſe Words are altogether unexceptionable) yet, I humby hope, the 
above-mentioned Provocations will plead my Excuſe, or that at the very

My Lords, Theſe things being humbly offer'd to the Confideration 
of your Lordſhips; I hope, that whar I have already ſuffer'd as a ſup- 
poſed Criminal, will be thought ſufficient Puniſhment for one who has 


offended againſt no Law yet in being. It muſt be thought no little 


Grief and Vexation to any ingenuous Man, to be brought to this Bar, un- 
der the leaſt Suſpicion of ſuch Crimes as are laid to my Charge; but for 
a Perſon of my Function to have an- Accuſation of this Nature aJledg'd 
againſt him, ſo heinouſly reflecting upon bis Holy Character, is ſuch a 
foul Blot, as, tho' his Innocence ſhould, at laſt, be cleai'd by your 
Lordſhips upon the moſt undeniable Evidence, muſt leave a Scar upon 
his good Name, which 1s to al} Men dear. but much more fo to thoſe 


whoſe whole Capacity of doing Good in the World, principally depends 


My Lords, As the Matter of my Charge was highly Criminal, 
fo the Form and Manner of it ran in fuch general and uncertain Terms, 
that *rwas impoſſible to know the Grounds of my Accuſation, or how to 
defend my ſelf, when I knew not where I ſhould be attack'd ; fo that 
after I had provided as particular an Anſwer, as fuch a general Accuſa- 
tion would admit of, the Commons were pleaſed, in their Replication, 
to ſay, that there were ſeveral things in it foreign to ihe Charge. To the 
ro Misfortune of falling under the Diſpleaſure of that honourable 


.. Houſe, 1 might add, that of a long and a cloſe Confinement, and of an 


xpence no ways proportion'd to my Circumſtances. Theſe, my Lords, -. 
are Afflictions which can be conceiv'd by no body, ſo well as by him, 
who has been fo unhappy as to feel the Weight of chem; and among 
theſe, I reckon ic not the leaſt of my Sufferings, chat I have been fo long 
time debarr'd from taking heed to that Flock, over which the Holy 
Ghoſt hath made me an Orerſcer. For, ever ſince I have. had my Li- 
berty, by the Favour of your Lordſhips admitting me to Bail, I have

ſtood in this Place, Day after Day, to hear my ſelf accus'd of the Blackef 
Crimes, an openly revil'd : I have been repreſented as a Papiſ in Diſ- 
guiſe, as a Rebel, as an Enemy to Her Majeſty's Perſon and Government, and 
a Fawourer of the Pretender, tho I have abjur'd him; that is, as the 
worſt of per jur'd Villains. I have been call'd an In{#gnificant Tool of 4 
Party on the one hand, and à moſt dangerous Incendiary on the other; 
nay, an Angel, that is, a Devil derach a from the Infernal R-gious, All 
thele things, 1 ſay, being confider'd, (and your Lordſhips, 1 am ſure, in 
tender Compaſſion to me, will confider them) it is moſt certain, that 
whatever be your Lordſhips Determination concerning me, I cannot 
eſcape without being a very great Sufferer; and I ſhall have been abun»

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Vet I cannot reflect, without Comfort, (the greateſt of Comforts, next
